CETA Program Is 
Examined At Meet 


A public hearing to allow 
citizens and groups to of- 
fer ideas and suggestions 
for the Columbus/Franklin 
County CETA operation 
was held Tuesday, Aug. 8 
at Fort Hayes Career Cen- 
ter, 546 Buckingham Rd. 

Groups represented 
were: CMACAO, Man. to 
Man/Woman to Woman 
Associates, Neighborhood 
House, Family Counseling 
and Crittenton Services, 
the Columbus Drafting 
Academy, New York 
Technicat institute, Cotum- 
bus Business University 
and the Columbus Public 
Schools. 

The ‘planning depart- 
ment of the local CETA 
program conducted the 
hearing in hopes of 
gaining public input before 
writing the annual plan for 
Title |, which is to be sub- 
mitted to the -Dept.—of 
Labor regional office in 
Chicago by Sept. 1. 

Title | is the specific part 
of the CETA program that 
deals with on-the-job and 
Classroom training. It is the 
largest component of the 
CETA program. 

Most groups were sup- 
Portive of the Title | pro- 
gram, although there were 
several ideas offered on 
how to improve it. Sadie 
Cox, a representative for 


- the Family Life Center, 


said she notices that many 
young CETA workers have 
trouble getting -to their 
jobs, and consequently, of- 
ten quit. 

“Many CETA workers we 
have had at our agency 
were working for the first 
time in their lives,” she 
said. “Until they get their 
first paycheck, ‘they often 
don’t have enough money 
for lunch or transportation. 
We made arrangements. for 
food and transportation for 
our workers during their 
first month, but we doubt if 
other organizations could 
do the same.”

“We would like —to 
Suggesi that while these 
limitations allow for more 
Participants to be served at 
a lower cost per par- 
ticipant; they do not resutt 
in cost effectiveness,” Neff 
said. 

He said that if effective- 
ness is to be properly ass- 
essed it must be done in 
terms of long term 
economic impact for the 
Participant and the com- 
munity. “Shorter term pro- 
grams reduce immediate 
but not lasting impact,” he 
Said. “Lower cost pro- 
grams are in most cases 
lower quality programs.”

|EQUITY AND EMPLOYMENT

Regardiess of how any current “full 
t’’ 


by the Congress 


_ emp! measures 
or by Presidential Executive Order may 


be administered, it should be clear by 
now to all that any “simple employment 
remedy” will not get at the underlying 
problems of black adult or black youth 
unemployment. 


The $61 Million in sales by the num- 
ber one company is a far cry from the 
500 in Fortune Magazine whose sales 
must exceed Three Hundred and 
Fifty Million Dollars before they are 
even ranked, 

Until America recognizes the 
necessity of continuing to develop 
minority businesses and to give real 
meaning to assistance to black 
entrepreneurs,this country will still be 
labeled a careless, capitalist society 
that has made little effort towards 
developing business opportunities 
for minorities. 

We see in the developmental 
stages, many black businesses 
engaging in the service industry 
suppling office equipment, 
machinery, furniture, institutional 
products and other items that could 
be purchased by industry and the 
Government. Hardly without excep- 
tion, when interviewing the heads of 
these companies, they all indicate 
that discrimination is just as 
prevalent today as it was twenty 
years ago. If America is to continue 
as the world’s leader in the produc- 
tion, Management and expansion of 
business enterprises, it must not con- 
tinue to neglect a valuable and 
potentially vast resource within the 
Black Community. Taken as a whole, 
minority entrepreneurship has not 
advanced consistent with the coun- 
try's advancement. 

Only 382,000 or 3% of the roughly 
13 million businesses in the United 
States are owned by minorities. Of 
the 2.54 Trillion Dollars in gross 
business receipts of the United 
States as determined by the Fifty 
Year Economic Census, about 16.6 
Billion or 0.65. per cent of that total 
was realized by minorities. In other 
words, conditions are improving, 
however, Blacks still account for less 


than 1%of gross business sales in . 


the United States today. This is 
despite the fact that the most con- 
servative estimates indicate that 
Blacks are approaching 15% of the 
total population.

Advances in detection and treat- 
‘ment of cancer have led to marked 
increases in five-year survival rates 
after detection of cancer. About one 
of every three cancer patients in the 
United States survives at least five 
years after detection, as compared 
with long-term survival for only about 
one in five patients in the late 1930's. 


About two million Americans are 
alive today and free of cancer five 
years after treatment. An additional 
one million cancer patients 
diagnosed and treated during the 
last five years will live to join these 
ranks. 


The steady lengthening of lifetimes 
for patients with many forms of can- 
cer is due to several factors. A 
greater number of cancers are 
diagnosed today at a localized and 
more controllable stage. Im- 
provement is due also to advances in 
treatment,.including development of 
effective anticancer drugs and 
techniques that make possible in- 
creased use of surgery.

The override of Gov. Rhodes’ veto of House Bill 
502, of which | was a sponsor, and the eventual 
creation of a new Ohio Commission for Children, is a 
significant step towards better service for our most 
important resources, our children. 

Another need in Ohio is development, and the 
legislature in 1978 appropriated funds for the Dept. of 
Economic and Community Development to assist the 
Ford Motor Company in establishing a $400 million 
transmission plant in Clermont County, an area where 
new jobs are acutely needed. 

The_enactment_of_this_legisiation-was-a very en- 
couraging sign for this area and especially in my 
legislative district in Cincinnati, due to the expected 
employment of minorities there. 

The enactment of Senate Bill 493, which is referred 
to as the Supplemental Appropriation Bill, not only in- 
creases the salaries of public employes and the fun- 
ding level for our schools across the state, but in- 
creased ADC grant level by $25 per month for a family 
of four. The increase was made possible by the fact 
that ADC nonulation did not increase as much as 
originally anticipated. 

No. Ohioan should have to endure winter without 
adequate heat, especially our elderly and disabled 
citizens, This standard can be achieved by the 
residential heating credits program. This year the 
Program will be refined and better publicized with the 
final passage of House Bill 1073. This measure also 
contains an appropriation for the program for finan-

"THE MYTH OF BIG GOVERNMENT 


I'm getting tired of hearing constant complaints about 
30-called Big Government. Sure, there's plenty that can 
and should done to make government more respon- 
sive and more efficient. But the thrust of a lot of today's 
complaints goes far beyond that. 

The attack on government actually represents an effort 


to. shrink the size of the government and render it incap- 


able of providing the services the nation, and especically 
poor people, need. 

Further, many of the charges about government 
growth are simply not true. The mvth that aovernment 
nas grown at the expense of the private sector is, for 
example, just that — a myth. 

Tne share of federal, state and local government 
spending as a percentage of the gross national product. 
the conventional way of measuring government's size, is 
acutally smaller today than it was three years ago. 
Federal spending as a share of the GNP continues to be 
in the 21-23 percent range, right where it has been 
historically in peacetime. 

All the talk about that federal army of bureaucrats is 
oat talk.. Federal civilian emolovment has dctually 

lined slightly while total employment, including the 
military, is what it was in 1961. 

Complaints about bureaucratic meddling should al$o 
be taken with a grain of salt. it's probably true that there 
may be too much regulation in some areas of the 
economy. And many people, especially businessmen, 
have their own horror stories about encounters with 
people in public offices 

But that’s hardly a blanket condemnation of all regula- 
tion. Some crit 


groan. There have been attacks on measures designed 
© cut the loss of life and limb among working people, 
and on measures designed to protect the environment. 
There may be instances of dbuse of power or just plain 
or aynee in enforcement, but regulation itself shouldn't 
a target. 

. That's especially 80 since many of the compiaints 
relate to federal enforcement of civil rights laws. We 
hear sob stories from colleges and corporations about 
the mountain of federal forms they have to fill out to 
and other compliance regulations. 

They ignore the fact that such regulations have 
become necessary because of persistent discrimination 
and evasion of the civil riahts laws. When discrimination 
is no longer ——o in our society, those forms will 
wither away. Until then, the sad fact is that federal 
regulations inst discrimination and federal, state and 
local civil ri laws are not being enforced to the ex- 
tent necessary 


The real aim of the so-called tax revolt isn't so much 
Cutting taxes as it is reducing government's ability to 
function.

Information is obtained concerning individuals’ 
family history, educational background and work 
experience. Physical and mental restoration 
therapy or personal adjustment training may be

Need For Vocational Rehabilitation 
Counselors Continues To Skyrocket

vocational rehabilitation counselors—assist in- 
dividuals in finding appropriate schooling if 
training is necessary for obtainment of em- 
plo pnt. 


or university,. junior college, public or private 
vocational-echnical school, corresiondence cour- 
ses, tutorial assistance and on-the-job training 
business and industrial companies. Rehabilitation 
agencies may provide limited support for persons 
who are attempting rehabilitation such as living ex- 
penses, transportation, books, tools and supplies. 

Utilizing the training received, vocational 
rehabilitation counselors assist disabled persons .in 
finding jobs. The counselors visit persons on the 
job and check with employers on their progress. 
Vocational rehabilitation counselors provide 
follow-up activities to assist persons for a period of 
several weeks or years depending upon the nature 
of the problem. 

If training is n 
t considered as necessary to help disabled persons 
become employable, vocational rehabilitation 
counselors assist them in finding suitable job 
eb Some persons, depending on the type of 
disability, may have to be placed in rehabilitation 
centers such as sheltered workshops which 
provide appropriate employment. 

Vocational rehabilitation counselors are usually 
emplo by state or local vocational_rehabilitaion 
agencies and by veterans administration centers. 
Vocational rehabilitation counselors generally 
have baccalaureate degrees in such areas as 
social work, special education, psychology, 
vocational counseling, or educational guidance 
and counseling. 

The counselors should be able o get along with 
people, have knowledge of the problems of 


disabled persons, and be able to communicate to: 


them so that their situations are understood. 
Vocational rehabilitation counselors must be able 
to work effectively with employers who provide 
jobs for trained disabled workers when they are 
ready for employment. 

Smith stated, “| enjoy working in this field. | feel 

, a sense of accomplishment when individuals have 

‘ success," Smith plans to remain in the vocational 
rehabilitation field. “| want to further my educaion 
in this profession through courses related to 
vocational rehabilitation,” she said. 

According to the Vocational Rehabilitation Ad- 
ministration, vocational rehabilitation counselors 
will’ be needed to staff new and expanding 
rehabilitation programs. Smith commented that the 
work of the vocational rehabilitation counselor is 
challenging.in helping disabled persons adjust to 
their handicaps and achieve economic in- 
dependence. :

since February in people 
know to be at increased 
risk from the disease. 
These groups include 
people over 50 (and 
especially over 65), and 
those over the age of two 
who suffer from chronic 
heart, lung, and kidney 
problems, and diabetes. 
Protection probably lasts 
for at least three years. As 
with any vaccine, side ef- 
fects may occur and only a 
doctor can. determine 
whether vaccination is 
right for the particular in- 
dividual. 

Dr. William Brown, city 
health commissioner, said 
the vaccine is available 
here through private 
physicians but is not being 
supplied by the city at this 
time. He noted that the ef- 
fectiveness of the vaccine 
still needs to be deter- 
mined.
